Miller. caught and passed the De- 
troiter, who had been leading the 
field from the start, at the end of the 
first: day of the race. 

Of the twenty-five planes that took 
off in the morning one is missing, 
another was forced back and several 
more, delayed by bad. weather or 
breakdowns, spent last night «at 
various airports along the course. 

"9 
carrying J.D. Colby ngér, 
did not’ complete the first leg of the 
race from Roosevelt Field -to Belle- 
fonte, Pa. The two were.still missing 
late last night. 

Fifteen heavier and faster com- 
mercial planes will take. off. this 
morning in a second transcontinental | 
race to Spokane. Five more planes | 
aré scheduled to start tomorrow on 
a non-stop flight. 

Flying Weather. Is Poor. 

R. W. Cantwell of Oklahoma City, 
piloting a Travelair, ‘returned to

was driven back by fog, storm and 
head winds over the Alleghanies. All 
the fliers reported poor: visibility and‘ 
an extremely low ceiling: all:the way 
from New York to Bellefonte.

PARIS, .Sept. 19.—-Two thousand 
members of the American Legion 
were: the ..guests tonight of . 2,000 
French war veterans in the court of 
the historic Hotel des Invalides, 
which houses the tomb of the Em- 
peror Napoleon, at one of the largest. 
dinners ever held in France. 

Marshal Foch, General Pershing, 
André Tardieu, Minister of Public 
Works; Howard P. Savage, National 
Commander of the Legion: Colonel 
Picot, head of the French Veterans’ 
Association, and Captain Scapini, 
President of the Disfigured Veterans’ 
Association, were the speakers. 

Fe wero the rain which swept in fit- 

sts upon the many guests eat- 

n the huge court, causing them 

ton wear their overcoats all durin; og 

meal, the dinner was marked a 

spirit of sincere cordiality and Faint 
thusiastic camaraderie. 

Before it was half way through one 
band of Legionaires, headed by a 
cheer leader, dashed through the 
courtyard in the rain to a place just 
in front of the speakers’ table and 
gave three cheers for Marshal Foch. 

The Marshal bowed his acknowl- 
edgments of the Legionaires’ salute 
and they had scarcely started vack 
to their seats when a similar band 
of French veterans advanced on the 
speakers’ table to cheer for General 
Pershing. » The outbursts’ were so’ 
spontaneous that they brought most 
of the 4,000 guests to their feet to 
join in the cheering. 


Cheering Lasts Fifteen Minutes. 


Led by veterans, the crowd cheered 
Marshal Foch and General Pershing 
repeatedly and then cheered for Gen- 
eral Gouraud, Commander Savage, 
Colonel Pigot and Captain Scapini. 
Fifteen minutes elapsed before the 
demonstration subsided sufficiently 


to permit the guests to go on with 
the meal. 

The dinner was a’ picturesque’ af- 
fair. Tables totaling a mile in length 
were arranged on three sides of the 
court, with American and French 
veterans seated side by side. The 
courtyard was brilliantly lighted with 
festoons of electric lamps and Amer- 
ican. and French flags were prom- 
inently displayed. 

Three hundred auto trucks were re- 
quired to haul the food for this Gar- 
gantuan feast. Ten huge gas stoves 
were installed especially for the din- 
ner and fifty cooks were engaged to 
prepare the meal. The food consumed 
included 2,000 pounds of beef, 1,200 
pounds of salmon, 4,000 pounds of 
vegetables,. 1,200 unds cf fruit and 
300 unds of cheese. Preparation 
of the mayonnaise for 4,000 salads 
renelned the use of 2,400 eggs, 40 gal- 
lons of oil and 16 gallons of vinegar. 


" Gives Welcome of the Maimed, 


Captain Georges Scapini, who lost 
the sight of both eyes while serving 
with the Alpine Chasseurs during 
the war, was the first speaker. After 


finishing a brief address in his native 
tongue he spoke in English, reading 
his speech with his fingers. He wel-- 
comed the Legionaires on behalf of 
the war-maimed of France and_ said 
that it was fitting that the dinner 
should: be held close to the.tomb of 
Napoleon, who, -he declared, was a 
great friend of America, always 
ready to help the United States in 
its struggle for unity. 

Genera Forsping. Y praised the re- 
ception which the French have given 
the Legion and said that only the 
French were capable of giving such 
a welcome. 

‘I only wish,’’ he said, ‘‘that some 
thousands of French soldiers would 
come over to the United States .to 
return the Legion’s visit.’ 

Marshal Foch eee the Ameri- 
can soldiery for its part in the war 
and welcomed them too. 

Colonel Picot made a dramatic 
srzech of welcome, which he closed 
by drawing from his pocket ‘tin 
French and. American. flags whic 
he waved while the audience roared 
its applause. 


Tardieu: Urges Frankness. 


M. Tardieu, who served as High 
Commissioner, for France in the 
United States at the outbreak of the 


war, declared: 

“Between your public opinion and 
ours clouds ‘have arisen at times. 
Our eyes saw such clouds even dur- 
ing the war. We shali always dispel 
them when, going beyond mere 
words, in a frank communication of 
the peoples, we tell each other the 
truth. 

“A meeting like this today is more 
fruitful.in results than all the ex- 
changes of diplomatic notes and ag 
opinions. Look at France! Just in 
peace as she is brave in battle. She 
has called.to her hearth. only. such as 
were always French in heart and 
head 

“Without outside support, with a 
minimum of reparations cégraehin: 
she provided out of her own .re- 
sources 160,000,000,000 francs needed 
to pay her pensions and raise her 
ruins. Her’ finances bent beneath 
the strain, but she is engaged in re- 
storing them. She looks to the fu- 
ture with confidence that. she will 
finish what she has begun. As with 
you, American veterans, we French

Conditions between New York and 
Bellefonte and they gathered around 
the weather chart in the Roosevelt 
Field hangar. 

Major Howard C. Davidson of 
Mitchel Field obtained weather re- 
ports between Long Island and Belle- 
fonte and shortly after 6:30 o’clock 
he told the pilots that the race would 
be started.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Sept: 
19.—The airplane disaster near Had- 
ley Airport on Saturday, in which 
seven persons lost their lives and 


investigated tomorrow by the Mid- 
diesex County Grand Jury at the 
opening of the September term. 
Prosecutor John E. Toolan declared 
today the accident would be brought 
before the Grand Jury as a matter 
of form regardless of the Govern- 
ment report on the condition of the 
motor or the cause for the accident. 
‘‘We are not capable of passi 
opinion on the cause of the acci- 
dent,’’ Prosecutor Toolan said, ‘‘and 
we are awaiting the report of the 
Government experts. I attach no 
suspicion to e burning of the 
lane. From reports I have gained 
e belief that the é@ was 
burned after the Government experts 
had examined it and apparently were 

tisfied with their examination. - 
“I do think, however, that he 
Snore people should have waited. 
If they wanted the plane protected 
they could have called the te po- 
lice to do it. The burning did look 
to be premature, but I attach no im- 
portance to this at all.’’ 


Widow Tells of Pilot’s Fear. 


Mrs. Harry Chandler, widow of the 
pilot of the plane, said today that 
her husband did not like the ma- 
chine. * 


“Only two weeks ago he would not 
let me go up in it,’’ she said. ‘He 
was not superstitious and I don’t 
think he had any premonition of his 
fate. This I do know, that he did not 
like to fly that plane. If any one 
could have brought it safely to earth 
he could, for he has flown all sorts 
e ships in his twelve years of ser- 
vice. 

“Look at his hands; you can see 
that he died with them clutched 
about the stick in a last effort to 
right his ship. 

‘But the greatest loss is not mine, 
it is the whole community’s. Every- 
body loved Chan, his fellow-pilots, 
the whole neighborhood. He will be 
missed as a pilot. He was one of the 
best in this country.”

Company Establishes ‘School in 
Argentina—South American Lines 
to. Europe Planned. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19. — Civil 
aeronautics’ has promise of real 
growth in Latin-American countries, 
due to business demands for rapid 
communication between important 
centres, according to Leighton W. 
Rogers, chief of the communication 
section of the Department of Com- 
merce, who said today the great dis- 
‘tances and long stretches of rough 
territory between large cities in Latin 
America augured well for future de- 
velopment. 
British aviation industry is already 
sensing the importance of that field, 
according to the automotive :division 
of the department, which today cited 
the light plane flying school recently 
established in Buenos Aires. 

This concern will sell De Haviland 
moth planes in Argentina, train 
pilots and maintain and shelter pri- 
vate planes for their clients. 

Mr. Rogers said several American 
and European concerns had sent 
representatives to South America 
and aroused much interest. A com- 
pany using seaplanes has been oper- 
ating.on the Magdalena River, in 
Colombia, for seven years, he said, 
and until recently it was known. as 


the only commercially profitable civil 
service in the world. 


Buenos Aires-Montevideo Line. 


Another company has been operat- 
ing a regular service between Buenos 
Aires and Montevideo for more than 
a year and has been reasonably suc- 
cessful, carrying passengers, mail, 
baggage and express between these 
cities at reasonable rates and with 
small support from the Governments. 
The Province of Cordoba, Argen- 
tina, gives financial assistance to a 
company operating between Cordoba 
and Rio Cuarto and carrying mail, 
opens (oe and goods. This com- 
pany, like many others, operates 4 
flying school. 

Mr. Rogers said that two compa- 
nies have been organized in Bolivia 
to provide civil air service between 
the cities of importance. One has 
been operating between Cochalamba 
and Santa Cruz, some 350 miles, and 
carried 780 passengers on the 145 
flights made during the first seven 
months of operation. The Govern- 
ment has granted cash subsidies and 
other assistance for this company 
and the more recently formed one. 
The first air mail service in Chile 
was inaugurated by a Chilean com- 
pany between Santiago and Val- 
paraiso. One of the principal 
purposes of this service is to carry 
foreign mail from the interior cit 
quickly enough to save a day in eac 
direction. 


service in Peru has carried business 
men, patients and tourists between 
several of the cities, especially those 
along the coast. : 

The Government recently author- 
ized the Ministry .of Marine to in- 
augurate a service between Lima and 
Iquitos to make transportation be- 
tween the capital and the Amazon 
River port more equal to needs. 


To Extend Service in Mexico. 


An American firm has provided 
services between the Mexican oil

There have been services between 
Key West and Havana for short pe- 
riods of time and there are several 

roposals for regular services in the 

est. Indies, Cuba, Mexico and other 
parts of Latin America. A new ser- 
vice has been started between several 
cities in the southeastern part of 
Brazil. 

French, German and Spanish inter- 
ests, Mr. Rogers said, have inter- 
ested the Brazilian, Uruguayan and 
Argentine Governments in services 
between Europe and South American 
‘countries. The French are concerned 
with the extension of their service to 
Dakara across the South Atlantic to 
Brazil and down the east coast to 
Buenos Aires. The lan to inaug- 
urate service on this long extension 
late in 1927 and in the beginning will 
employ fast steamers across the 
South Atlantic. 

The plans of German interests to 
extend airplane service over much

FORCED DOWN IN PLANE 


Both Are Practically Unhart— 
Aviator Leaves Lion in Cage 
in Arizona Mountains. 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Sept. 19 ®.— 
Martin Jensen, who went aloft in his 
monoplane on Friday at Camp Kear- 
ny, Cal., with a full-grown African 
lion as @ passenger, and disappeared 
into a three-day silence instead of a 
twenty-two-hour non-stop. flight to 
New York, was reported found to- 
day at the isolated H-Bar Ranch, 
forty miles from the Roosevelt Dam.

A few hours after Supreme Court 
Justice Arthur S. Tompkins of 
Nyack opened the John Doe inquiry 
into the milk graft scandal in the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court yesterday the proceedings were 
suddenly adjourned by the Justice to 
permit time for an examination of 
the law im order to determine wheth- 
er a person who gives a bribe is 
legally an accompiice. 

The inquiry opened yesterday 
morning, and at the opening of the 
afternoon session Justice Tompkins

Testimony 
accusing four former inspectors of 
the Health Department of accepting 
bribes was presented in the morn- 
ing session, and Justice Tompkins, 
sitting as a committing magistrate, 
announced that a prima facie case

¥. Hunmwick, a former food inspec- 
tor.

DUBLIN, Sept. 19.—With returns 
from the Irish Free State general 
election of Thursday ‘nearly com- 
plete, the ve Government 
party and its es, the Indepen- 
dents and Farmers, had seventy-one 
seats in the new Dail Eireann to- 
night and the opposition grou 
sixty-eight. Thirteen: seats re 
to be heard from. : 

So far neither the Government nor 
the Fianna Fail Party of Eamon de 
Valera has been able to get a com- 
manding lead. Both gained seats, 
but at the expense of the smaller 
parties. ; 

Already the Labor: Party has last 
almost 50 per cent. of the constitu- 
encies it won in the election in: June, 
while the Farmers, who were eleven 
strong in the last Dail, have so far 
only five seats.. The Independents 
alone of the smaller groups have 
held their own. 

The two major parties are divided 
fairly equally in the constituencies 
still to be heard from, so that when 
the new Dail meets on Oct. 11 it is 
unlikely that President Cosgrave and 
his allies will have a majority of 
more than four. 


Some Predict Spring Election. 


Mr. Cosgrave’ may agree to form 
a Government with this tenuous ma-~- 
jority and carry on the administra- 
tion until the Spring, when a fur- 
ther appeal to the people, many 
think, may become necessary. But 
there are other ssibilities. The 
Labor Party, which has lost its 
leader and much of its strength :to 
Fianna Fail candidates, may swing 
its support to Mr. Cosgrave or keep 
it in the balance. 

The losses of the small parties are 
viewed by some as a curious com- 
mentary on the virtues of the sys- 
tem of proportional representation 
which was introduced into the Free 
State Constitution to safeguard the 
political interests of minorities. In 
this election the whole tendency has 
been to ignore the smaller plums 
for the bigger parties, thus defeat- 
ing the whole gerpeee of the sys- 
tem, it is argued. 

The drop in the Irish national loan 
to £95 is regarded as one of the first 
effects of last week’s election. . 

Among the dozen candidates who 
will have to forfeit their deposits of 
about $500 each because they failed 
to obtain a third of the quota neces- 
sary for election is John Jinks. 

It was he who saved the Govern- 
ment from being defeated on a vote 
of non-confidence ‘when he absented 
himself from the Dail recently and 
‘SO made it possible for-Mr. Co ve 
to precipitate the election. ome 
Americans in Ireland are now sug- 
gesting that Mr. Jinks spell his name 
“Jinx.

HUTCHINSON, Kan., Sept. 19.—A 
crowd of 15,000 persons greeted Sen- 
ator James A. Reed of Missouri at 
the Kansas State Fair here today. 
While bands played and side-show 
barkers brayed, Senator Reed talked 
tariff.and farm relief and attacked 
the McNary-Haugen bill to a crowd 
that overflowed the d stand. 

It was Democratic mtat i tate! 
Democrats gave the po tical touc 
as a background to the Senator’s 
speech. en Mr. Reed was _in- 
vited to attend the fair it was under- 
stood that he was to make a Demo- 
cratic address. The speech is re- 
ge. rded as the platform on which the 

issouri Senator will make his 
campaign for President. It was care- 
fully prepared and in the delivery 
Mr. Reed was deliberate and closely 
followed the manuscript. 

There was a strong note of human 
interest’ in the appearance of Sen- 
ator Reed before nis Kansas audi- 
ence today. He was on trial before 
the Democrats of the State, who 
have regarded him as alien to the 

emocracy, but who now are 
ready to accept him. It was because 
of Reed’s fight against Woodrow 
Wilson that the Kansas Democrats 
had held animosity toward him. That 
Senator Reed pleased the members 
of his party and made peace with 
them was apparent from the recep- 
tion of his speech. 

Remodeling the tariff, and not the 
McNary-Haugen bill, would bring re- 
lief to the farmers, Senator Reed 
said.

MEXICO CITY, Sept: °19.—A pic- 
ture of the’ destruction wrotght in 
the City of Salamanca by. the flood 
waters of the swolien Lerma River 
is given in a dispatch receiyed from 
the stricken community today. 

The waters have invaded the city, 
reaching almost té the principal pub- 
lic garden. The western portion suf- 
fered most. There is not a single 
house left standing by the onrush- 
ing waters. Pitiful scenes were wit- 
nessed when buildings fell in on the 
occupants struggling to get away 
with their children and a few bare 
necessities. 

The authorities have begun de- 
fense works which, it is hoped, will 
halt the inundation to some extent, 
but the river continues to rise, due 
to the breaking of the dams of 
Haciendas El Fuerte and Cerro 
Gordo, 

The main portions of the dams are 
holding, but if they break then Sal- 
amanca will be the victim of one of 
the greatest Mexican flood disasters 
in a generation. 

At some places in the far-flung 
flooded district nothing but water 
can be seen for miles. 

No news is available from El Oro 
in the State of Mexico, and condi- 
tions there are unknown.

MEXICO CITY, Septi/*19 ®.— 
Twenty-five thousand are homeless 
in the towns and villages in the 
flooded area along the Lerma River, 
according to the unofficial estimate 
tonight. 

Only six deaths have been reported 
thus far, and the. reports, though 
meager, indicate that most of the in- 
habitants of the inundated region es- 
caped with their lives, but ih thou- 
sands of cases lost all their Pe prepay:

Mary Waits, who caused the death 
of Louis Friederichs by throwing 
acid in his face while they were both 
employed aboard the steamship 
American Trader, pleaded guilty 
yesterday before Federal Judge T. 
Blake Kennedy to the indictment 
which charged her with ‘‘man- 
slaughter, felonious assault and 
maiming.’”” She was sentenced to 
serve one year and one day in the 
new’ Federal prison at derson, 
W. Va. 

Ostar S. Rosner; attorney for Mrs. 
Waits, told Judge Kennedy that she 
had been very friendly with Fried- 
erichs for some time. She was a 
stewardess and Friederichs was a re- 
frigerator engineer aboard the Amer- 
ican’Trader. He said she had known 
Friederichs as Fisher. Shortly be- 
fore the acid throwing, the attorney 
declared, Mrs. Waits had told the 
engineer that she objected to his at- 
tentions to other women. 

*‘Fisher, or Friederichs,”’ continued 
Mr. Rosner, “‘struck her ‘in the chest 
and beat her when she again men- 
tioned other women to him. In des- 
Pergtion and in self-defense, Mrs. 

aits pulled the cork from a 
bottle of carbolic acid and threw the 
contents upon Friederichs. She did 
not pour acid upon him while he 

e 


Assistant United States tharney 
George S. Leisure, who, with Assis- 
tant United States Attorney Rad- 
cliffe Swinnerton, has been handling 
the case, told Judge Kennedy that a 
Coroner’s jury in England had found 
that Friederichs died of a heart dis- 
ease, caused very probably by the 
shock of the acid-throwing incident, 
and that the same jury had not held 
Mrs. Waits.

Have Been Corrected, 
Architect Declares. 


DINING HALL A FEATURE 


Detention House Will Have Chapel, 
Emergency Hospital ‘and Rooms 
for Legal Consultations. 


Innovations in prison construction 
and management are embodied in 
the revised plans for the $1,000,000 
House of Detention for Women, 
which it is proposed to build‘on the 
site of the old Jefferson Market at 
Sixth Avenue and Tenth Street. 
Plans for the interior of the building 
were practically completed yester- 
day by Benjamin W. Levitan, the 
architect, and will now be submit- 
ted to Commissioner Richard C, Pat- 
terson Jr. of the Department of Cor- 
rections. 

After consulting with Mr. Levitan 
and inspecting the revised plans yes- 
terday Supervising Warden Henry 
O. Schleth of the Department of Cor- 
rections hailed them as ‘‘the last 
word” in prison .building, especially 
for a women’s prison intended to 
care for first offenders and to seg- 
regate them from habitual criminals. 

“The present Jefferson Market 
prison is a melting pot,’’ said War- 
den Schleth, pointing out the diver- 
sity of prisoners and the similarity 
of treatment which they receive. 
*‘Here in our new building we are 
going to try to comply with the law 
in a practical and a most humane 
way.” 

For two hours late yesterday after- 
noon Warden Schleth stood over the 


new plans as they lay on Mr. Levi- 
tan’s table in his office at the Per- 
shing Square Building. With him 
stood Dr. C. ‘W. Scheib, Acting Dep- 
uty Medical Superintendent of the 
Corrections Hospital on Welfare Is- 
land. Both men expressed satisfac- 
tion with the plans, and said they 
had corrected certain features which 
had seemed impracticable to Com- 
missioner Patterson two weeks ago 
and which the Commissioner had 
ordered remedied. 

The various prison departments 
will function independently. Warden 
Schleth insisted that the interior of 
the new prison would foil any at- 
tempted a break. ‘‘The building 
is so bottled up,” he said, ‘‘that even 
if we had men instead of women 
prisoners another Tombs riot could 
never take place.”’ 


Dining Hall Included. 


Chief among the changes which 
Mr. Levitan has made in his plans 
is provision for a dining hall so that 
prisoners will not have to be served 
in their cells. 

Warden Schleth said that strict 
precautions had been taken to guard 
against ‘‘shyster’ lawyers in their 
contracts with prisoner clients. Each 
lawyer on entering the prison must 
first obtain the approval of an ‘au- 
thority, and even then he can get no. 
further than a private stairway lead- 
ing to a counsel room on the second 
floor. Five individual compartments, 
each with a locked door, line one 
side of this chamber; and it is in 
only these compartments that confer- 
ences between lawyer and client may 
take place. Strict care will also be 
taken to have the prisoner follow 
the lawyer into his compartment and 
to have him leave first. 


Social Service Bureau. 


Carrying out the fundamental idea 


of the new prison the segregation of 
first offenders from hardéned crimi- 
nals, a correctional social service 
bureau will be installed on the first 
floor for the aid ot women and girls 
arrested for the first time. It is 
planned to have enough social ser- 
vice workers on duty day and night 
so that each first offender can be 
interviewed within one hour after 
her arrest, instead of after her con- 
viction.

On the fourth and succeeding floors 
will be the majority of cells, classi- 
fied according to cases. The ninth 
and tenth floors will be used for an 
emergency hospital. Originally it had 
been planned to combine a hospital 
for women prisoners with the House 
of Detention, but this proposal has 
been abandoned. Only the emergency 
cases and those of inmates requiring 
medical attention, will be treated in 
the new Jefferson Market building.

‘GOSSIP,’ DEFENSE RETORTS

Dr. James. B.. Scott Declares 
That» Disarmament Alone 
Will Not End Wars. 


BACK FROM WORLD MEETING 


Expects Big Things of Pan-Amerl- 
can Conference to Be Held in 
Havana in January. 


“Disarmament alone will not bring 
world peace and it can be accom- 
plished only by the passionless en- 
forcement of a new code of interna- 
tional law to which the great powers, 
now opposed to it, will be forced by 
public opinion to agree, according to 
Dr. James Brown Scott of Washing- 
ton, Secretary of the Carnegie En- 
dowment for International Peace, 
who returned yesterday on the Min- 
newaska from the sessions of the In- 
stitute of International Law at Lau- 
sanne, over which he presided for 
some weeks. 

Dr. Scott not only told of the meet- 
— of the Institute, which took the 
initial steps for the adoption of new 
international agreements on impor- 
tant questions under dispute nct 
previously provided for, such as laws 
regulating aerial navigation and ra- 
diographic communication, but told 
of the plans for the Sixth Pan- 
American Congress at Havana in 
January, to which President Cool- 
idge has been invited and which he 
may attend. 

‘The Congress will be momentous 
in» its..effect. upon the relations be- 
tween the twenty-one American -re- 

ublics,’’ said Dr. Scott, ‘“‘which is

In fact, the entire session was held 
as if the great war had never oc- 
curred and as if it was the first suc- 
cessor of the session of 1913, held at 
Oxford in the begining of August, 
exactly a year Lex-s ds) - As (<a ¢:) ca- 
tastrophe.’ 

Dr. Scott said he was returning 
convinced that the great world pow- 
ers were not now in favor of a new 
code of international laws for the 
reason that so ng S as they were 
able to exert force they preferred to 
‘attain their objects in that manner. 
i Because of that, he said, ‘‘disarma- 
ment is only of economic benefit in 
bringing about a reduction of the 
“means of using force, which will be 
used by the great nations so long as 
any method of doing so remains.”’ 


The proposed agreements on avia- 
tion were made necessary by the in- 
creased use of aerial navigation, he

ternational inquiry to examine the 
facts; then to an international com- 
mission of conciliation, and, in case 
of its failure to agree, to the Perma- 
nent Court of Arbitration, the Per- 
manent Court of International Jus- 
tice. or to some other judicial body.. 


Lawyers Able to Agree. 


‘International lawyers of Europe, 
the Americas and Asia found that, 
contrary to their expectations, they 
were able to unite upon rules which 
were correct in theory and which 
harmonized in consisten practice. 
This is a. striking confirmation of 
Elihu’ Root’s prophecy that scien- 
tific bodies, composed of non-official 
bodies, could be trusted to reach 
agreement on the principles of inter- 
national law and correct practice, 
whereas delegates of States, acting 
under instructions from their respec- 
tive Governments, would often be 
unable to do.so.’’ 

The institute also passed resolu- 
tions on ree og on the high seas, 
submarine cables international com- 
missions of concilation and on 
phases of arbitral procedure, togeth- 
er with proposed agreements to re- 
move conflicting laws, and sugges- 
tions on the form and effect of con- 
tracts and on the law of checks. 

While the 1928 meeting of the in- 
stitute will be-held at Stockholm, the 
hope was .expressed that the 1929 
session would take place in New 
York City, Dr. Scott said.

“Of course, I have never had a sell- 
out for a heavyweight championship 
bout,” said Tex, ‘‘and this will be no 
exception. But I was mgt 4 much en- 
couraged today to learn that the de- 
mand for cheaper seats is increasing. 
The $10 and $15 boys have suddenly 
come to life. Do you know that we 
have sold 15,000 more $40 seats. here 
than we did $27:50 seats in Philadel- 
phia a year ago? This is a good $40 
town, and now the cheaper seats are 
beginning to ge.’’

LAST BOXING DRILL- 
‘STAGED BY ON 


Champion Looks Better Than 
He Ever Did, Observers Think, 
After Fast Session. 


“1 AM FIT,” ASSERTS GENE 


“Never Felt Better in My Life,” He 
Says—Just Escapes ([njury in 
Bout ‘With: Vidabeck.

LAKE VILUA, Iil., Sept. 19.—Gene 
Tunney's trainitig campaign for the 
bout Thursday night in which he will 
defend his world’s heavyweight title 
against Jack Dempsey is at an end, 
at least in so far as boxing is con- 
cerned. The title holder concluded 
four’ months of intensive training 
with his workout here this afternoon 
before a gallery of newspapermen 
and a few guests who had made the 
trip out from Chicago to. glimpse 
Tunney in action prior to the battle. 

Tomorrow Tunney will engage only, 
in light exercising, which means that 
he will punch the light bag and the 
heavy bag. On Wednesday the title 
holder breaks camp, leaving for the 
Hotel Sherman in Chicago, where he 
will remain ,until summoned ‘ta the 
ring to face Dempsey for the second 
time. 

Tunney closed his serious training 
here with an exhibition which many 
observers declared the best training 
workout in which he had ever en- 
gaged. Regardless of prejudice or 
opinion, the observers were in ac- 
cord on one thing: Tunney is bigger 
and better now than a year ago. 
What is more, Tunney is satisfied 
with his condition, and secretly, 
since he absolutely refuses to boast 
of his qualifications, he is confident 
of retaining his title and giving 
Dempsey an even worse beating 
than that which the former cham- 
pion received a yéar ago. 

Shows Boxing Mastery. 


“T am fit,” Tunney declared in his 
dressing room after the workout. “I 
can hohestly say I never felt better 
in my life. I am through boxing 
now, satisfied that I’m in great 
shape.’’ 

Tunney never looked better. He 
was faster on his féet, quicker in his 
movements on the attack, wide 
awake: and resourceful on defense 
every second of the action; sure and 
accurate in his timing and delivery 
of blows. His feinting for an attack 
and rolling or gliding with or away 
from punches was a treat, in a drill 
which was exclusively a boxing one. 
Tunney, in short, was the master 
boxer, primed to the highest degree 
of perfection, 

The champion in his bag punching 
seemed today to be paying particular 
attention to development of the

trophy, and came coasting home to 
am easy victory. even as the invader 
from the Fjords did on Saturday. 
Glytie won by 3 minutes 2 seconds, 
over a twelve-mile course, an even 
greater margin than Noreg had over 


the American sloop in the first race. 

Clytie’s 1 eng evens up the series, 
at one triumph each... Skipper Sher- 
man Hoyt attributed the Clytie’s re- 
versal of form to a new mainsail 
and, while today’s race began in 
strong winds from the northward 
following heavy rain squalls, the 
seagusts petered out quickly and _ 

second half of the race was sailed in 
dwindling breezes, supposed to favor 
the Clytie. 

As today’s bracse did not hold as 
strong as Saturday's southwester the 
elapsed time today was gy wowing 
slower, the Clytie taking 3 hours li 
minutes 6 seconds to complete the 
course. 


Race Delayed an Hour. 

The yachts raced on gray and pallid 
geas, and the skippers and crews 
were clammy from rain and spray 
even before the start, which was de- 


layed an hour because of a shift in 
wind. After a thirty-five-mile over- 
ture from the northwest the breeze 
chopped around to north just before 
the regular starting time at 1:30, 
and the committee called for the re- 
gerves to move the mark boats. 
While the postponement signal was 
flown on the committe boat Natalon, 
the Clytie and WNoreg rolled and 
pitched as they waited with all hands 
slowly but surely freezing. The start 
was fi made at 2:30. 
They did a prime lot of jockeying 
before the start, Hoyt being com- 
lied to make some short snappy 
tches in order to keep Noreg under 
his lee. All this sharp preliminary 
work did not result as well as it 
might have, as Clytie was compelled 
to reach along the line waiting for 
the gun, and when the signal boomed 
she was in the leeward berth al- 
though crossing the line first. [It 
was a windward start with the first 
leg a thrash due north to a mark 
moved one mile southeast of Stam- 
ford Light. The second leg was a 
reach, southeast by east, and the 
third ‘leg a reach southwest by west 
to the committee boat. 
The breeze was fresh as_ they 
Someet the starting line and it was 
apparent bege Clytie was in 
Wetter orm than she showed Satur- 
day. The American sloop was point- 
ing higher. They held the started 
tack out into the Sound for about 
eight minutes and when they took 
the port hitch Clytie had worked out 
into a fairly ep lead. This was a 
surprise for the marine experts,.as 
the breeze at that time was about 
the same as that in which” Noreg 
sailed away from the defender on 
Saturday. 


Noreg Holds On. 


On the port tack they stood. well 
to the eastward, Noreg holding on 
for some time after Clytie’ tacked 
ship for the mark. Skipper Hoyt 
now had a comfortable lead and 
rounded the weather buoy at 3:10:22, 
with Noreg I minute seconds 
astern. The breeze had now light- 
ened considerably, and it was the 
sort of weather in which Clytie was 
supposed to be at her best. 

The American sloop had no diffi- 
culty in Holding her lead and even 
in it on the second ‘. 
reach to a mark moored off the en- 
trance to Huntington Harbor. Clytie 
went well on this leg and gained over 
half a minute in the two miles, turn- 
ing almost 2 minutes ahead of Noreg.

In fact, the skippers tried 
carrying spinnakers at one time, but 
had to take them in.

Leaders in the radio fndustry who 
attended the exposition last night 
said that it was the greatest display 
of ‘radio equipment ever gathered 
under one roof.

Smith Gets Picture of Himself. 


Governor Smith reteived a picture 
of himself as sent and received by 
A. D. Cooley’s new photo-radio sys- 
tem. The Governor’s face was re- 
corded on.a phonograph disk so that 
it could be “played” for the radio 
audience. The picture when put on 
the air sounded like a series of dots 
and dashes. The changing intensity 
of the sound corresponded to the 
shading of the picture. 

‘Now you know how it sounds to 
og at my face,’’ said the Governor. 

oP ar gp the new equipment on 
tiep ay at the show for its beauty, 
utility and entertainment value and 
called attention to the fact that no 
industry has pecaresset more rapid- 
ly than: that of radio.

“Supplementing the newspaper as 
an organ of any geo opinion, we 
thought . that e motion pictures 
were the last word.

Governor Smith said that a speak- 
er addressing a thousand persons a 
day would only reach 1 per cent. of 
the 3,000,000 voters of the State in 
a month, whereas by radio he could 
reach nearly the whole electorate 
with his voice. 

The Governor said that his debates 
with former Governor Miller and 
with Ogden L. Mills had been heard 
by hundreds of thousands in the 
State and By many thousands outside 
of it, as witnessed by the: countless 
letters he had received on those oc- 
casions. Telling of a one-hour speech 
on State finances which he had de- 
livered during the last session of the 
Legislature, Governor Smith said 
that Senators, Assemblymen and 
pther State officials, received mail 
by the wagonload on the following 
day.

GIVES BOARD'S PROGRAM 


He Says Stations “Must” “Not 
Publicity Seekers — Senator 
Dill to Speak Today. 


In a speech before the National As- 
sociation of Broadcasters in the 
Hotel -Astor at the opening meeting 
yesterday of their fifth annual con- 
vention, Rear Admiral W. H. G. 
Bullard, Chairman of the Federal 
Radio Commission, predicted that 
the greatest developments in radio 
during the ‘next few years ‘would 
take place outside the broadcast 
band. 

He said broadcasting was a perma- 
nent addition to our national life, and 
intimated thet the commission in its 
‘dealings with broadcasting stations 
would be mainly concerned in the 
quality and quantity of service. 

“The Federal Radio Commission 
has considered radio not as a thing 
of today or tomorrow,’ Admiral Bul- 
lard said, “‘but as ‘a permanent and 
enduring addition to our national 
life, a utility which in the years .to 
some is destined to play a part inj. 
our daily existence comparable to 
that played by the telephone or the 
electric light. In other words, we are 
attempting not to provide an imme- 
diate paradise for the listener, but 
rather to establish a firm, legally 
Prepty sted eh scientific. basis for the 


whole future development of radio 
communication in all forms. 


Demand for Shors Waves. 


‘It is outside the broadcast band 
that the ‘commission looks for the 
most’ notable developments during 
the next two years. Already we have 
so many applications for the right to 
use the shorter waves that if we 
were to grant them all the higher 
eee would soon be almost as 

ested as those in the broadcast- 
ang and six months ago. 

“‘We stand. at the threshold: of an 
amazing new development:in civiliza- 
tion. The radio is the most marvel- 
ous means of linking together all the 
people of our mation, ape ultimately 
of the entire world, t has ever 
been devised by the Maven pach bets & 
One thing, and —- one gees gov- 
erns its use. It must mepores 
for the benefit of the eubites It must 
be a real service, not a plaything 
@& means of se eo oeking. Sabiente. 
The commission has but one mes- 
sage, that is, serve the people well 
and the people themselves will guar- 
antee your prosperity. 

‘“*The commission ienteves that pub- 
lic convenience means public service, 
and as time goeséon it expects to see 
those stations which are Soartne 
serving their communities enjo 
constantly y qoenter advantages. 4 Dee 
lieves that desirable frequencies, h si 
Roses and unrestricted time are priv- 
eges to be earned by good. service 
to the great body of listeners, and 
that as such service improves and 
broadens, the public .will find that 
radio is becoming an absolute. ne- 
cessity.’’ 
Dr. Alfred M. Goldsmith of the 
io Corporation of America spoke 
on the ‘‘Trend of Power in Broad- 
easting.’”” In discussing the advan- 
tages of a multiplicity of low-pow- 
ered stations compared: with those of 
a few high-powered stations he said: 
the best solution was in a compro- 
mise between the two.. Hes ested 
that stations near cities should have 
a minimum power of from 50 to 100 
kilowatts, while suburban stations 
might have a maximum of as high 
as 1,000 kilowatts. The trend, 
said, seems to be toward the estab- 
lishment of more powerful stations. 
John V. L. Hogan, research engi- 
neer, spoke on receiver design. 


To Incorporate in Illinois. 


At the morning meeting of the 
Board of Directors it was voted that 
the association incorporate under the 
laws of Illinois. 

The major issue before the conven- 
tion is the association’s stand on the 
Federal Radio act. One member said 
that the act passed last February 


in all oY, would meet with 
the full accord of the convention. 
The National Broadcasters’ Associa- 
tion was formed in 1922 to promote 
closer harmony and a greater degree 
of cooperation between owners of 
broadcasting stations.

Commercially less than half. a 
dozen years old, the radio industry 
claims for the trade year just elapsed 
a national market of nearly half a 
billion dollars, and expects in thé 
coming year to leave the half-billion 
mark far behind. On’ the technical 
side it will be a year in which inten- 
sive study is applied to the problems 
of battery elimination, improved ‘au- 
dition and.mone-control. Already ‘it 
is estimated that 30 per cent. of-the 
radio sets offered for sale are fed 
from the electric-light. socket. Beé- 
yond these immediate quests. lie 
the vaster possibilities suggested: by 
television within the proper field of 
the individual -receiving set and by 
power: transmission and’ the radio 
beacon ‘for broad social uses. 


THE: FREE. STATE ELECTIONS. 

Returns from the Free State elec- 
tions of Thursday are still incom- 
plete, but it is clear that President 
CosGRAVE’s Government will be in 
about the same condition of unstable 
equilibrium in the next Dail as it was 
in the last. ‘Captain REDMOND’s little 
band of National Leaguers, men of 
divers opinions but rich in the bene- 
diction of the liquor trade, has. been 
nearly wiped ‘out. It has been beaten 
for joining the Laborites in an at- 
tempt to upset the Government. Yet 
at Sligo, our old friend, Alderman 
JOHN JINKS, who at the last moment 
was converted, is beaten, too, pre- 
sumably for “ betraying” the Red- 
mondites. The Labor Party repre- 
sentation has been cut in two. The 
defeat of “ToM” JOHNSTON, its 
accomplished veteran leader, is bad 
news, irrespective of politics. Even 
more surprising, perhaps, is that of 
WILLIAM O’Brren, Secretary of the 
Transport: Workers’: Union, whose 
leaders, of whom Mr. JOHNSON is 
not one—he belong to the Distribu- 
tive: Workers’ ‘Union; the clerks’ 
union it would be called here—have 
been the masters of the Labor Party 
and the Irish Trade Congress. 

The Farmérs who stood by the 

Government are in.as bad a case as 
the. Laborites who opposed it. So 
far the Government has gained ten 
seats; the Fianna Fail eight, of 
which the votes of the Sinn Fein, 
which named no candidates, may ac- 
count, for six. “ Jim” LARKIN, Com- 
munist,; will-be a highly vocal party 
by himself. There are ten Indepen- 
dent members, not all of them de- 
pendable. With their votes and that 
of the little squad of Farmers, the 
Government may be able to count a 
smail uncertain, fluctuating majority 
over the de Valera-Redmond-Labor 
coalition, if that is‘maintained. One 
would think that the two minor parts 
of such a coalition would have been 
sufficiently instructed in the error of 
their ways by the elections. So far 
as the minor parties have suffered 
and the major parties gained, the re- 
sult is to be welcomed. 
Aside from local causes, two main 
forces may be thought to have influ- 
enced the elections. On the one hand 
there was a. conservative and busi- 
ness desire to continue a Govern- 
ment which has done so much. for 
the economic and financial progress 
of Ireland. On the other hand, the 
Public Safety act, however neces- 
sary, has caused wide resentment. 
“Coercion,” to many Free Staters, 
looks no better in Irish than in Eng- 
lish hands. A few days ago SEAN 
O’KELLY, Mr. DE-VALERA’S right-hand 
man, said that he sympathized with 
President COSGRAVE’S proposal to 
“ forgive and forget,” and hoped to 
see the two Republican wings united 
within five years. Remembering his 
French, Captain REDMOND has advo- 
cated the policy of “ appeasement.” 
So, we may believe, do the majority 
of Free Staters. They bays had 
trouble enough.

‘While Paris everywhere is dec- 
orated with flags and brilliantly 
illuminated ‘at night and the avenues 
resound with the music. of. military 
bands, there is.a.sober. side to, the 
demonstration. On Sunday General, 
PERSHING dedicated a memorial 
plaque, in the Phare du France, the 
home for the French blind; a wreath 
was: placed in the Battle Chapel of 
the ‘Episcopal’ Procathedral while 
bugles ‘sounddd' “Taps”; and in 
Notre Dame ‘a high mass’ was cele- 
brated in honor of ‘the American 
Legion, the great.organ at the close 
rendering’ “ The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner”. and the “ Marseillaise.” This 
was France’in her reverential mood. 

‘It was recalled yesterday that 
fifty-six: years: ago a German army 
of occupation marched. down the 
Champs Elysées. What a contrast 
was the parade of the American 
veterans, dipping their colors at 
memorials to the dead and letting 
fall-red, white. and blue flowers at 
the tomb: of the Unknown Soldier! 
Fortunate the Américan soldiers 
who survived the great war to take 
part in a ceremony which neither 
they -nor. the French people. will 
forget. .The post-war relations: of 
France and the United States have 
been strained at times, but it was 
always: a ‘misconception to think 
that » the .differences- were - deep- 
seated. At heart Americans have 
always admired France and had an 
affection: for: her people, and the 
French since the war have felt a 
friendship for us that will bear a 
greater strain than any casual mis- 
understanding can ever put upon it. 
The peaceful invasion of the men 
of the American Legion has brought 
the two countries closer together. 


THE. TRUTH ABOUT GIRLS. 


I can‘ never remember when the 
reprehensible behavior of young’ 
people; «young girls in particular, 
was not the subject for grave ap- 
prehension on the part (oy de) Cs () 
people. 

Any honest adult must agree with 
this statement. of an experienced 
visiting teacher, reported in the ad- 
mirable study Girl. Life in Amer- 
ica,” made for the National Com- 
mittee for the Study. of Juvenile 
Reading. Thousands of teachers, 
librarians, deans, camp directors, 
factory. superintendents, principals 
of elementary and high schools, per- 
sonnel managers, leaders of girls’ or- 
ganizations, and teachers and pfin- 
cipals in private schools were called 
on,’ through detailed questionnaires, 
for the facts which they had.from 
observation. In addition, ‘they’ were 
asked ‘to give their opinion on: the 
general behavior of the flapper and 
her chances of growing up to be.a 
valuable and happy member of the 
community. Some of the old criti- 
cism of young girls still appears, 
though for the most part the out- 
look is optimistic; but a number of 
facts are brought out which will be 
new to the general public, and which 
must be somewhat depressing to the 
thoughtful.. 

The searching glare of this inves- 
tigation is turned as much on the 
background as on the girl: Behind 
and around her are seen some of the 
reasons why ‘she wastes time at soda 
fountains or walking in city streets; 
why she reads tabloids and “ confes- 
sion” magazines instead of informa- 
tive and well-written books; why she 
wants to quit school; why she makes 
an early and unsuccessful or un- 
happy marriage; why she goes to the 
movies, but not to church; why she 
does .not_ make more money when 
she starts to work. Each is care- 
fully documented and. verified, and 
opinions are kept.separate from 
facts. 

_ In the-effort to discover how much 
time'they have for reading and what 
their tastes are; it was important to 
find out whether the young girls who 
had gone to work in their early 


- | teens had any financial responsibili- 


ties. The impression has, been that 
they consider the job a stop gap be- 
bape school-and-marriage, and that

Among the girls who work there is 
less inclination for reading than 
among. ‘those..who remain in school.

toward good books; but even cheap, 
vulgar reading is better than none. 
An appalling. number-of girls, ‘both in 
and out of school, aré doing no, read- 
ing whatever except what i sequlcet > 
in, their studies. 

* In the maiz; itis: fat. that young 
girls aré not so logically.an object 
for criticism .as the homes, the 
schools, the factories and officés, the 
recreation and genéral’ environment 
and atmosphere provided for ‘them. 
Everywhere a tendency’ is. noted. to 
shift responsibility from the home to 
the school. ‘Recreation has gone out- 
side the home, and has not “carried 
parental supervision or control with 
it, -Enormous sums are spent for 
public education, but with few’ ex- 
ceptions the individual teacher does 
not receive. a salary: commensurate 
with her responsibility and the train- 
ing and ability she should have. Con- 
séquently, “we have in the teaching 
“ profession’ such: conditions as‘ are 
“found wherever low wages prevail 

“—uyntrained workers, high turn- 
“over, a large proportion of woman 
“labor.” Young, impressionable girls 
under such teachers are not’ stimu- 
lated and led in ways that make for 
future pleasure and profit. Retarded 
girls were found to be more active 
manually and socially than those in 
a normal condition. . 

The. schools realize that it is their 
work to train girls in the household 
arts, or for the kind of job they will 
probably be ‘able to hold. Their 
mothers are not instructing them in 
these things, nor preparing them for 
a career as wife and mother. With 
great earnestness the schools are 
beginhing to attack: this problem. 
Another ten years should see older 
people discussing the “‘ reprehensible 
behavior” of young girls for reasons 
quite different from those of the 
present. 


REDUCTION NOT ASSURED. 


‘Taxes may be as certain as death, 
but: tax reduction is not. True, the 
Ways and Means Committee has an- 
nounced .a list of hearings to: begin 
at the end of next month, in prepa- 
ration for a bill to be introduced in 
Congress as soon as it meets. This 
is a kind of official duty, which no 
doubt will be performed with the ut- 
most‘ gravity.. The members of the 
Ways and Means Committee will roll 
up their sleeves in a businesslike 
way, as if they were going actually 
to carve up. the Treasury surplus, 
and hand slices of it-to various wor- 
thy classes of taxpayers. The sched- 
ules are neatly arrarged in advance: 
corporation taxes; individual: income 
taxes; excise and stamp taxes; the 
estate tax—all are prettily classified 
and experts will be invited to testify 
about each. But when all’ is done, 
it confessedly will remain doubtful 
whether taxes can be cut at all. Un- 
til after the emergency appropria- 
tions are made, and plans for flood 
relief and control formulated, it will 
be impossible to say whether there 
will be any surplus funds permitting 
even a slight scaling down of taxes. 

Besides, there is already another 
lion in the path. It is in-the form of 
the rebellious Republicans and dis- 
contented farm bloc of the West, 
who are already. announcing that 
they will have to be reckoned with in 
the matter of tax reduction. They 
know plenty of uses to which they 
would put the. superfluous money in 
the Treasury, without returning a 
penny of it to the taxpayers. And 
their- hope is to win enough Demo- 
cratic votes in Congress to defeat the 
plans of the Administration to lower 
taxes, and also: most of its other 
financial projects. One sign of this 
gathering trouble is the determina- 
tion to fight the confirmation of the 
appointments made by the President 
to the Farm Loan Board. These 
gentlemen are not regarded as suf- 
ficiently “Progressive.” What that 
word means now, ‘Heaven may 
know, but it is a sufficient name for 
those who are setting out to beat the 
Administration in the chief matters

The. history of charter legislation 
for Westchester County is a history 
of the ‘ruthlessness of liticians, 
and, in the face of that ory, the 
attitude of Mr. Barrett and his col- 
leagues in refusing to debate the 
charter can be explained in only one 
of two ways, that is to say, they are 
afraid of the issue and have some- 
thing to hide, or they are incapable 
of defending their proposed measure,

Critic. of Prohibition Holds Dry 

Arguments Lack Proof. 

To the Editcr, of The New York Times: 
Probably quite a few of your read- 
ers listened in on the debate on pro- 
hibition held on Sept. 14 at the Steu- 
ben Club House, Brooklyn, between 
Orville S. Poland. and Arthur Gar- 
field Hays. Only one or the other 
point of this very interesting and ex- 
hausting debate can be discussed 
here.’ Mr. Poland asserted: ‘‘Alcohol 
is a habit-forming drug.”’ But where 
is his proof? If that were true, if 
alcohol had an effect like opium, 
then nations that drank as long as 
their history is known (English, Ger- 
man, French) would necessarily 
have degenerated by this‘time, But 
as a matter of fact just the opposite 
is true: they rule the world, whereas 
non-drinking people—Turks, Moham- 
medans, Hindus—take a back seat in 
every respect. The American Indian 
did not’ know alcohol, but did tho 
uncontaminated, clean-minded red 
man subdue the degenerate white? 

Everybody knows the answer. 
What benefits can the prohibition- 
ists claim as being due to the Vol- 
stead act? They. point to the much 
greater efficiency of the American 
workman and to increased savings 
bank deposits. But the efficiency of 
the American workman was much 
greater than that of the European 
already long before prohibition, and 
the’ savings bank deposits have 
grown everywhere, especially in 
countries that did not suffer from 
the war, even if they are wet—for 
instance, in Argentina. In Canada 
they have increased’ more in wet 


Quebec than in the dry Provinces. 
‘ Can the prohibitionists maintain 
that naga especially. among the

Let us, then; view that pbAicd re 
our present tariff which ‘provides for 
the penalizing of those countries that 
are believed -to have been found guilty 
of dumping on our shores goods which 
they have found some of us want, 
but, wanting, will not pay that price 
which they exact from their fellow- 
citizens. Thus, the'sale of those goods 
to us at. such lower price as we will 
pay isa process which we in our laws 
denominate as “dumping.’’ By the 
same law we attempt to penalize the 
“dumper,” but we often actually in- 
flict severe penalties on a very 
worthy class of our own citizens. 
Dumping; we thus profess to believe, 
is a pernicioas. and unlawful prac- 
tice, injurious, alike to our own trade 
and that of all civilized peoples. 

Elsewhere in our tariff law we pro- 
vide methods by which we seek to ob- 
tain information from foreign sources 
which will substantiate the claims of 
our customs authorities that this or 
that imported article is being dumped 
upon our shores. What are the meth- 
ods. thus employed? American Gov- 
ernment: experts are isent into the 
world’s manufacturing and producing 
centres with instructions to enter the 
works of the. manyfact_rers or the 
fields of agriculture, demand, their 
figures. of. production -costs and re- 
view their selling prices. In at least 
some instances such, American es- 
pionage being denied, the penalty was 
the absolute exclusion from the 
United States of the manufacturer’s 
product, 

What has been the effect of this 
attempt of our Government to insti- 
tute its inquisitorial powers among 
the countries, of the world? 

, The protesting countries almost en- 
circle the globe; among them are Ar- 
gentina, England, France, India, 
Italy, even Spain (where our officials 
are now tearfully conducting investi- 
gations into the cost of production of 
onions) and Switzerland. 

What must be the effect upon the 
mind of the average citizen of those 
countries when America revives the 
Inquisition, while waving the Star- 
Spangled Banner in one hand and 
the big stick of foreign indebtedness 
in the other, and demands the right 
to examine cost and sales books of 
the citizens of independent principali- 
ties and powers? 

How would American manufactur- 
ers and farmers feel—not to inquire 
how they might act—if some morning 
a representative of some foreign Cov- 
ernment should present himsclf at 
their door, demanding entrance into 
their works or farms, the submission 
of evidence of their manufacturing 
or producing: costs, examination of 
their private accounts and the selling 
prices of their product to American 
and foreign consumers? 

Do we sell our domestic products at 
a lower price to foreign countries 
than. we sell them to our own citizens? 
Let tin plate answer the question. 

Thousands of tons of this well-pro- 
tected American product have been 
marketed in Europe during the past 
year at an -~uivalent of almost $1 
per 100 pounds under the price at 
which we Americans who granted the 
protection ‘cc ‘Id buy it. 

How about lead, spelter and a. vari- 
ety of other articles of domestic prod- 
uct? Are our producers selling them 
abroad at less than the price at 
which they will permit their sale to 
the American voter, who has given 
to them a protective tariff in order 
that they may not suffer from the 
pauper labor of other lands? 

We say ‘“‘Pax vobiscum,” and we 
are supposedly working for the re- 
duction of ‘“‘world war forces.” Yet, 
if there be anything better calculated 
to spread that feeling among the na- 
tions of the world which engenders 
the spirit of war than the exercise of 
an arbitrary and assumed power of 
espionage over the countries of the 
earth, I do not know who but his 

Satanic Majesty could invent it.

ADMIRAL PRINGLE ADVANCED 


Succeeds Admiral Pratt as Chief 
of the Naval War College.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19. — Ap- 
pointment of-Rear Admiral J. R. P. 
Pringle as President’ of -the Naval 
War College at Newport was an- 
nounced by the Navy Department 
today.

Anti-War Resolution Adopted. 


A Japanese. reservation that the 
employment of pacific means for the 
settlement of all kinds of disputes 
between nations only applies to. mem- 
bers of the League of Nations caused 
a flurry today when the League As- 
sembly. Disarmament Committee ap- 
proved the Polish project for the pa 4 
lawry of all wars of aggression. 

The Polish. resolution,. .as°, finally 
voted, provides that all wars of-ag- 
gression are and will be 5 egaaerer tx 
that pacific means should be ‘uti 
for the settlement of so rfiletee “whaty 
ever their nature’’ arising : between 
nations, and that the Assembly de- 
clares that there is obligation forall 
members of the League to conform 
to these principles. 

Harukazu Nagaoka, Japanese Am- 
bassador:to Germany; moved to add 
to this statement the words ‘‘in their 
mutual relations.’’

After playing” all parts in the 
theatre, inchiding that. of goat, the 
audience was. bidden last evening to 
serve as jury at ‘*‘The Trial of Mary 
Dugan,”’ put -on with a sense of 
humor and jnnumerable actors at the 
National Theatre. Everything about 
the performatice conspired to delude 
the audience into expecting the cus- 
tomary juror’s:fee after the verdict. 
The theatre: was boldly posted as 
Supreme Court of the State of New 
York; policemen loitered lazily in the 
lobby’ on the customary one foot and 
one half; and no curtain divided the 
auditorium from the trial-room set- 
ting either before the play began or 
during the two,intermissions. 

When thé court was not in solemn 
session, scrubwomen. dusted the legal 
furniture and;an indigent attendant 
blandly muneched his: luncheon at the 
attorney’s vacant table. Into the 
program was. inserted a terrifying 
court summons, \béaring the signa- 
ture of A. H, Woods, marshal of the 
box office, and Bayard Veiller, 
author of “‘Within ‘the Law,”’ ‘‘The 
Thirteenth Chair’’’ and this newest 
eer feced , together with 

uperb theatrical skill. It is the old 

um, expertly-arranged. Given a 
cael toviati the writing, decked out 
with variety and) ‘suspense, spiked 
occasionally with humor, directed 
well and acted.as photographic real- 
ism, it makes for ‘good fun in the 
theatre. 

Who murdered Edgar Rice? Not 

that it matters greatly. But as the 
case was presented ‘by the District 
Attorney, with the smug connivance 
of medical experts, detectives, po- 
lice dignitaries and snickering girls 
from the ‘‘Follies’’ as witnesses, 
things looked bad ‘for little Mary. 
Things looked bad, that is, legally. 
But when the jury clapped eyes upon 
her in the winsome person of Ann 
Harding, with’ golden locks, tearful 
eyes, and one of the truest, bluest 
personalities ever “seen inside a 
smelly court room, every man in the 
audience immediately had the ver- 
dict at the tip of his tongue. 
‘ There still remained the formali- 
“ties of the law. For.three acts they 
ran with reasonable consistency 
through tiffs between the attorneys, 
testimony by supercilious show girls, 
surprises every. so often, mawkish 
sentimentalities withal. For if Mary 
Dugan had been, in the eyes of a 
cynical world, the mistress of Edgar 
Rice, her handsome brother as her 
attorney proved that her heart was 
pure gold.. Ah, what she had suf- 
fered! In all her testimony about 
her domestic relations not a sordid 
motive appeared. “As the pitiless 
questioning continued not a man in 
the audience but’ glowed over the 
generosity, the forbearance, the hon- 
esty and the touching loyalty toward 
her brother discovered in the falter- 
ing answers she gave. Oh, that a 
naughty world might —! Let it 
go at that. If Mary had been un- 
fortunate, she had” still kept her 
character fine. 

Sometimes, to be sure, three acts 
of endless talk began to seem pon- 
derous. Frequently the interest be- 
gan to taper off into gabble. But 
when that threatened to undermine 
the melodrama. the author knew 
when to spring his surprise, or the 
director knew when to exaggerate a 
gesture. In fact, what the direction 
accomplished in this tour de force 
was always quite ds interesting as 
the script. A bellow, a fierce march 
across the stage frequently pulled 
the play out of the fires of boredom. 
The timing was unusually artful. If 
the ultimate effect was less exciting 
than ‘“‘The Spider’’ or ‘‘Crime,”’ it 
was nevertheless very amusing. 

Miss Harding in the rather nega- 
tiv: part Uf Mary Digan sniffled and 
sobbed in a mellow voice with com- 
plete verisimilitude. Rex Cherryman 
as her paragon brother played with 
composure and winked back the hot 
tears that moistened his lashes. Mr. 
Hohl was merciless’ as the sinister 
District Attorney. Mr. Keightley 
played like a gentleman. Other good 
bits were contributéd by Miss Mad- 
dern as the dissembling widow. Miss 
Maricle as a show girl, Mr. Polk as a 
slightly stupid elevator boy and Miss 
Burani as a garrulous French maid. 
Countless others in a long cast punc- 
tuated their eveni:r:g by exchanging 
patronizing smiles over. the falter- 
ings of the witnesses. Occasionally 
some one guffawed in the spectator’s 
gallery, only to be threatened with 
sudden death by punctilious court 
attendants,

Street bulletins and the newspapers 
of that day failed to report it. A 
considerable part of the excited ‘‘out- 
side public’? must therefore not have 
learned of the market’s downturn un- 
til Sunday, or even Monday morning. 
Under these circumstances, the highly 
speculative shares were thrown over 
in quantity at yesterday's opening, 
with further declines which par- 
alleled the most spectacular achieye- 
ments in their recent rise. 

Before the day was over, such de- 
clines had been scored as 5% points 
in General Electric, 6% in Houston 
Oil and Cast Iron Pipe, 7 in Baldwin 
Locomotive, 8% in General Motors 
and International Harvester, 9 in 
du Pont and 13 in National Tea. 
Bisewhere the day’s break was less 
startling in scope, though losses of 
3 to 4 points occurred in many stocks, 
United States Steel itself at one 
time selling 4% points under Satur- 
day. Before the close, a determined 
professional buying movement 
checked the fall, recovering in. many 
shares a good part of the day’s early 
loss and in some stocks (such as 
General Motors) all of it. But the 
market ended at a substantially lower 
level, in much uncertainty and con- 
fusion. 

In the day’s more or less chaotic 
transactions, it was not easy for 
Wall Street itself to determine the 
source of either buying or selling 
orders. Apparently four distinct in- 
fluences were at work—the endeavor 
of speculative holders to get out of 
the market, efforts for which became 
for a time hysterical; sales by pro- 
fessional *‘bear operators’’ to accen- 
tuate the break; the bringing-in of 
fresh credit by the leaders of the 
recent speculation, to prevent or 
allay a further fall, and consequent 
‘covering purchases’’ by the earlier 
speculative sellers. The net result 
of the day’s wide swing of prices will 
doubtless lead to inferences varying 
according as the observer’s mind is 
impressed more deeply by the vio- 
lence of the day’s reaction or by 
the late recovery. 

But the same confusion of influ- 
ences always prevails when a reck- 
less, prolonged and seemingly irre- 
sistible bidding-up of prices has been 
suddenly arrested. The break on the 
Stock Exchange which began on a 
Saturday at the end of February, 
1926, and which then occurred, like 
last Saturday’s break, entirely apart 
from any reflection of news develop- 
ments, was marked by similar alter- 
nations of “‘bear selling’ and of de- 
fiant support of prices by the spon- 
sors for the rise. The outcome is 
usually, therefore, a question of 
speculative psychology. Sometimes 
it has merely demonstrated obstinate 
belief in the previous high prices by 
the entire speculative community, 
Perhaps more frequently, it has 
proved that many of the excited 
defenders of the market’s unbridled 
rise had themselves grown doubtful 
of their own position, and were 
ready for quick retreat. 

The return of Stock Exchange call 
money rates to 4 per cent., an en- 
tirely natural response to Saturday’s 
$30,200,000 deficit at the Associated 
Banks, was cited by Wall Street as 
a cause of the day’s demoralization. 
It probably had no influence what- 
ever on the break in stocks and it 
did not influence even sterling, 
which again went above the year’s 
highest previous rate, icaching a 
figure less than % cent Lolow the 
highest since the 1925 resumption. 
A further break of nearly % cent 
in cotton was an interesting occur- 
rence of the gay. It brought the 
price back to the Aug. 19 figure, 10% 
per cent. below the price of Sept. 
8, and it certainly seemed to sug- 
gest that the cotton speculators also 
have had their doubts of “the situ- 
ation.”’

President Davis-Says Income May 
Exceed That of Last Year. 


The increase in general merchan- 
dise freight which the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Railroad 
noted in the first week in September 
constitutes the most favorable fea- 
ture of a general improvement over 
last year beginning in that week, 
J. M. Davis, President, reports. 

“The Lackawanna began an im- 
provement over 1926 in the first 
week of this month, which should 
continue throughout the Fall and 
bring this year’s gross revenues and 
net operating income up to, if not 
ahead of, last year,’’ Mr. Davis says. 
“In the week ended Sept. 10 car- 
loads of freight originated on line 
and received from connections totaled 
21,238, an increase over the same 
week last year of 794 cars. Even 
though that week included Labor 
Day, it exceeded average weekly 
loadings of 20,688 in August. The 
increased freight movement 
in the last week in August. 

“The most satisfactory feature is 
the increase in general merchandise 
freight over last year’s figures. Coal 
and grain have been running behind 
a year ago, but we feel confident 
both of these commodities will gain 
from now on. We are moving now 
about 33,000 tons of coal daily, and 
our normal movement is 40,000 tons. 
One of our principal commodities is 
cement, of which we are moving 
150 to 200 carloads daily. Fall traffic 
on our lines should be very good. It 
is quite probable the anthracite 
movement in 1927 will equal last 
year’s large tonnage. The movement 
was backward in the late Spring 
and Summer months, but the back- 
wardness should mean improvement 


in the remaining months of the 
year.”

LIQUIDATION BRINGS 
DECLINE IN COTTON 


Market Closes With Net Loss 
on the Day of From 71 to 
77 Points Here. 


FOREIGN PRICES STRONGER 


Domestic and European Scale Buy-

Though relative steadiness in Liv- 
erpool caused an early gain of a 
quarter of a cent in cotton yesterday, 
the market came under increasing 
liquidating pressure and prices broke 
a cent a pound to lowest levels of the 
movement.

EGYPT ESTIMATES COTTON. 


Preliminary Survey Indicates Crop 
of 320,000 Tons This Year.

CAIRO, Sept. 19.—The Ministry of 
Agriculture today issued a ~>relimi- 
nary estimate of the present sea- 
son’s cotton crop as 2,598,576 cantars 
(about 130,000 tons) -f Sakellarides 
and 3,768,237 cantars (about 190,000 

tons) of other varieties. 

The communiqué adds that this 
estimate may be modified subse- 
quently in consequence of unforeseen 
climatic variations and a further 
estimate will be published in the 
second half of October. 

A second communiqué adds that 


the law restricting the area under 
cotton cultivation has been strictly 
applied. The Survey Department for 
the first time made an accurate 
survey, with the following result: 
1,516,199 fedans are under cotton this 
year, as against 1,785,702 fedans last

Circuit Court of Appeals Rules’ 
-In Bankruptcy woo - 


ACCOUNTING 


is ORDERED 


Claim of Asylum of St. Vincent ‘de. 


Paul for $64,000 for Securi-. 
ties Upheld. 


‘The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals in a decision just. made 
known holds that a seat on the New 
York Stock Exchange, previously. re- 
garded as one of the assets of the 
bankrupt brokerage house of--H. 
Amy & Co. and therefore applicable 
to the payment of claims against 


the company, was the individual 
roperty of uis H. Amy, a mem- 

r, and that his creditors are en- 
titled to the proceeds. The decision 
reverses a ruling by the United 
States District urt and directs 
Edward J. McGuire, trustee in bank- 
ruptcy of Amy & Co., to account 
for the proceeds. 

The dispute over the proceeds of 
the seat, valued at $88,918 in 1919 
when the company -went into bank- 
ruptcy, arose from a claim of_the 
Asylum of St. Vincent de Paul 
which brought suit against Louis H. 
Amy, for many years its Treasurer, 
char rging him Son pinlesnpront inking 
Latest worth Amy’s 
father was one rar the founders of 
the Asylum of St. Vincent de Paul 
at 215 West Thirty-ninth street. Suit 
was filed in 1920 against Mr. Mc- 
Guire, as trustee, to~ recover the 
value of the securities alleged to 
have been en  . for the ben- 
efit of the firm in an effort to save 
it from failure. The securities, it 
was alleged, were delivered to the 
Chase National Bank as part of the 
collateral for a loan of ,000. 

Origin of the Seat. 

The opinion of Circuit Judge Swan, 
in which Judges Manton and 
Learned Hand concurred, said Louis 
H, Amy had bought the Stock Ex- 
change seat in 1888 with money pro- 
vided by his father, Henry Am me 
Their a continued until 
the father’s death in 1901, but when 
the firm was liquidated at that time 
the seat was regarded as the indi- 
vidual property of Mr. Amy, who 
then went into partnership with his 
brother, Ernest J. H. Amy. The 
Court points out that one of the 
articles in the partnership between 
the brothers set forth that before 
any profits or losses:.were divided 
between the partners, the account of 
Louis was to be credited with $3,600 
as compensation for contributing. to 
the firm his membership in the 
Stock Exchange. 

Judge Swan says that whether 
property owned by a partner and 
used in the firm business is to be 
deemed an individual or a firm asset 
depends upon the intention of the 
partners, and that the provisions of 
the agreement ‘‘appear to express an 
intention not to contribute Louis’ 
membership as capital, but to grant 
the firm the use of his seat for the 
stipulated compensation.’’ The Court 
finds that the compensation provided 
for was credited to Louis’ account 
each year. 

The opinion of the Circuit Court 
says the only act of the partners 
which tended to show any Geparture 
from the understanding regarding 
the seat occurred just before the 
bankruptcy, when, on March 5, 1919, 
they executed an assignment of the 
assets to their attorney, Mr. Mc- 
Guire, who later became trustee of 
the assets of the firm and of the 
individual partners. Ten days leter 
they swore to an inventory of the 
firm ropee ay which included ‘‘one 
seat N. ock Exchange in name 
of Louis H.. Amy, $70,000.’’ This in- 
ventory was filed on March 18 of 
that year, one day before the pe- 
tition in bankruptcy was filed. 


Original Terms Upheld. 


“We do not find it necessary to 
decide whether this inventory, sworn 
to by Louis H. Amy, would be com- 
petent evidence to affect the rela- 
tive rights of individual and firm 
creditors,’’ said the Court. ‘‘At best 
it would be only an admission, and 
it was made under circumstances 
which render it insufficient to out- 


Pik h the contrary evidence found 
nthe original contract; and the 
ions course of conduct thereunder.” 
In directing the trustee to account 
for the proceeds of the sale of the 
seat in July, 1919, the Court said it 
was his duty under the bankruptcy 
law to keep separate accounts of the 
partnership property and of the as- 
sets of individual partners. His fail- 
ure to do this, for the reason that 
he depusited al] the money collected 
in an account in the name of the 
firm, cannot affect the rights of the 
creditors because the issue was prop- 
erly raised before the assets ‘were 
distributed, the Court ruled.

The consumer appetite for novel- 
ties of all kinds continues as strong 
as ever. In fact, according to re- 
tailers in the market, practically the 
only active demand now fur Fall 
merchandise is for the novelty types 
which are being featured. his 
applies all the way from jewelry to 
moeety: and the stores are doing their 
utmost to capitalize this develo 
ment. The condition is reflected in 
the wholesale bu a of retailers, in 
which the cons effort is 
forth ‘‘to get the new thing, and if 
possible get it first.” Staples and 
merchandise that does not appeal to 
buyers as being ‘‘new’’ are passed 
by without a second glance. FWhile 
this situation has not developed re- 
cently, it is strongly emphasized at

Women’s Belts Selling Freely. 


So active is the present demand 
for women’s belts that manufactur- 
ers find sales topping all previous 
records. In all grades of merchan- 
dise the call is so heavy that it is 
impossible to give anything like im- 
mediate deliveries. Manufacturers 
supplying jobbers and chain stores, 
as well as department stores and 
specialty shops, find orders heavy 
from all these sources. These orders 
are particularly large for antelope 
suede, which is the biggest item of 
the season, but velvet and ribbon 
belts with leather linings are also 
moving well. Orders are also being 

laced for rubberized belts for bath- 

ng suits, delivery being set for Feb- 
ruary next. 


Gray Goods Prices Decline. 


Printcloths were fairly active in the 
local gray goods market yesterday, 
despite the further break in cotton, 
but their activity was due chiefly to 
the lower prices at which they were 
available. In the morning second 
hands let out several constructions 
an eighth under the market for 
spots, and later in the day some first 
hands met these “ res. Spot 38%- 
inch 60-48s were disposed of at 7% 
cents, and there was also business in 
89-inch 72-76s for prompt shi ew 
at 11% cents. For delivery during 
October and November. there was 
trading in 38%4-inch 6460s and 39- 
inch 68-72s at 8% and 10 cents re-

was not large, but in it were sales of 
40-inch 2.85s at 13% cents for spot and 
13%. cents for later shipments, A 
drop of a quarter of a cent a yard 
was seen in 37-inch uare 4-yard 
sheetings, which sold at cents. In 
the specialties there was some trad- 
ing in 37-inch 4.37-yard sateens, by 
second hands, at 4 cents. First 
hands asked from 12% to 12% cents 
for these goods.

While here and there a fair 
volume of merchandise was called 
for, more particularly lines that are 
scarce but still available, the general 
tone of the letters received was in- 
dicative of a hesi on the part 
of jobbing buyers that has replaced 
their wi = gre: to trade previous to 
the reversal of the Py trend of cot- 
ton. Much of yesterday’s business 
consisted of orders for wash fabrics 
for Spring, most of these goods being 
of a nature which makes them un- 
affected by a fluctuation of a cent 
or two a pound in cotton. The high 
heavier staple cottons were not much 
called for.

FIRST PARLEY IN DEADLOCK |: 


Employers Say Lines Are Unable 
to Increase Pay—Union Refuses 
Offer of Better Conditions. 


The demands of the longshoremen | 92 
employed in North Atlantic ports for 
& wage increase of 10 certs an hour 
in the regular schedule and an in- 

_@rease of 15 cents in overtime 
pay were refused yesterday morning 
by representatives of the seventy-five 
companies comprising the Transat- 

lantic Steamship Conferences at a 
meeting with union delegates at the 

Conference’s offices, 12 Bridge 

Street. An offer to discuss an im- 

provement of working conditions, 

made by the Conference’s delegates, 
was refused by the longshoremen. 
An adjournment of . twenty-four 
hours was taken during which the 
employers may consider the proposi- 
tion further. The stand of both 
sides caused the first talk of the 

' possibility of a strike of 40,000 long- 
shoremen. 

At a conference yesterday  after- 
noon the ship owners again discussed 
the situation with their special com- 
mittee, which will meet this morn- 
ing with the longshoremen. Whether 
the ship owners instructed their com- 
mittee. to change their stand or to 
maintain their refusal to grant high- 
er wages ‘was not made khown. 
Frederick Toppin, Vice President of 
the International Merchant Marine 
Company, and Chairman of the em- 
ployers’ committee, said that the de- 
cision of the meeting would be re- 
served for the meeting with the long- 
shoremen today. 

Joseph P. Ryan, President of the 
International Longshoremen’s Asso- 
ciation, led the workers’ committee 
and expressed the hope that. a settle- 
ment would be reached this morn- 
ing. He explained that the employ- 
ers’ representatives said at the open- 
ing of the meeting that the only 
wage offer they could make was a 
renewal of the schedule now in ef- 
fect, which will expire Sept. 30. A 
change of working conditions . was 


possible, however, the workers’ com- 
mittee was told. 


Want Wage Settled First. 


“‘We replied that we would not dis- 
cuss changed working conditions un- 
til we were assured higher wages,”’ 
said Mr. Ryan, ‘‘and when there was 
nothing in the line of wages. we an- 
nounced that we had nothing further 
to discuss. 

‘We will report to the locals, and 
it is up to them to decide whether 
or not there will be a strike.. The 
recommendation of our committee 
will go a long way. If the conference 
committee has nothing to offer us 
there seems nothing to do but take 
a strike vote.’’ 

During the day, T. V. O’Connor, 
Chairman of the United States Ship- 
ping Board, tried to bring. about a 
compromise and prevent a strike. 
He attended the morning meeting of 
the committees of employers and 
union, and in the afternoon he con- 
ferred at the offices of the Shipping 
Board, 45 Broadway, with Mr. Ryan 
FB ate | his fellow committeemen, repre- 
senting the longshoremen of New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Hamp- 
ton Roads, Portland, Me., and Bal- 
timore. Later he was present when 
the ship owners received from their 
committee information that the long- 
shoremen had declined to consider 
anything but wage increases.
